metan Shore is Tunis Bay, once famous 
When honour'd with the Fleete of Rome 
Rival Siſter Proud Carthage. The Ruins 
of that City are viſible {till on Shore, and 
too ſenſibl mourn the Decfenſion of Em- 
pires, Nations, and the moſt exalted Mag- 
nificence of Human Wealth and Grandeur. 
The Bay is three ey Jon over, incloſed on 

the Faſt with Cape Carthage, on the Weſt 
with Golita and a Caſtle, from whoſe ſhot 
the Men of War may ride remote enough 
in fix Fathom Water. 
LIunis, which has riſen out of the Aſhes 
of Carthage, we can ſcarce term its Image | 
now; from this Bay it is ſeen at about 3 
Leagues diſtance, and is judged to be fix 
Mile in Circumference, the uſual Place of 
Reſidence for the King, Princes, and Mini- 
ſters of State, and the Center of Appeals.

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rope, ſuch. little apprehenſion have they 
of Thieves. The Streets are narrow, we 
pav'd and regular, but obſcur'd in their 
Beauty, the Windows being plac'd back- 
wards, which Diſadvantage they approve 
of, . ſince it confines their Females Eyes to 
their private Apartments; yet is this City 
_ eſteem'd the Primier and moſt graceful one 
in Rarbary, The Caravans from Arabia 
and Egypt paſs through it to other Weſtern 
' Provinces, but are much leſſen'd before 
they advance ſo high; that deſign'd for 
 Argier and Fez ſeem'd not to exceed two 
hundred Camels, with whom a few Bri- 
tiſb Merchants and other Strangers joyn'd. 
The Arabs, in honour of their Camels 
inform'd us, that their 'Temperate Appe- 
tites require a leſs ſupply of Food than 
many Animals not the third part of their 
Bulk, and their Senſe of ſmelling they af- 
firm'd to be ſo wonderful quick, that they 
haſten to Rivulets running at 15 Miles di- 
ſtance from them: Yet this uſeful and 
noble Creature they degrade to their Mills 
and other mean Drudgeries, from which

| Arſenal belonging to this Nation, is Port 
Farine.

Sir Edward Whitaker to Tranſport his 
Neapolitan Forces from Naples to Barcelona, 
Sir Edward proceeded accordingly. on that 
Service the Twentieth of January 170}, 
Anchoring in the Bay of Baia, Feb. the 4th. 
to the Inhabitants general ſatisfaction, the 
pooreſt: of whom expected ſome Advan- 
tages from ſuch a numerous Britiſp-Fleet ;

The firſt ching expos'd to fight is the 
Bay, and ſince it afforded our Ships fo ſafe 


a Reception it claims our firſt regard.

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From this Caſtle going Southward o 
the ſhore, our Guide ſhews us a Palace, 
calld Baulo, where a Temple dedicated to 
Hercules ſtood, and a Stable in which he 
kept his Oxen brought from Spain. 
But much more remarkable is it for a 
ruin d Tomb, where the Imperial Duſt lies 
of Agrippina, Daughter of Germanicus Cæſar, 
the adopted Son of Tiberius, the unfortunate 
Mother of Barbarous Nero. We enter at 
a a narrow Paſſage with Torches a little de- 
ſcending into a Vault, Spacious enough to 
contain Seven or Eight Perſons; on the 
Roof I obſerv'd a Swan curiouſly wrought 
to the Life in Moſaick-work, but ſaw no o- 
ther Figure ; the place gave ſufficient hor- 
rour to my Soul, refleQing on the un- 
natural Tragedy acted by a Son on the 
unhappy Womb that bore him. „ 
Within a few paces of this mournful 
Repoſitory, appears the Dome of Bacchas's 
Temple, the reſt being ſunk in the Earth. 
At a little diſtance from it the Remains 
ol another are ſeen rais d in honour of Diana 
Luafers. 


On the ſhore pieces of broken Walls 


are obſerv'd, and a building in the Water 


ſeemingly ſuſtain'd by Arches, or under- 
min'd by the inceſſant beating of the Sea, 
and this was the fam'd Abode of Quintus 
Horten us Orator, in whoſe Reſervoirs of 
freſh Water his Fiſh were train'd ſo fa- 
pts „ miliarly 
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miliarly as to take their Food from his or 
his Servants Hands. | 


On the top of the Hill near Bacchus 


Temple we find a new Roman Chappel, 
attended by an unpoliſh'd Prieft, who con- 


ducts us on the decline behind his Houſe 


towards the Water, to the Mouth of an 
hideous Cave, calPd, Cento Camerelle, the 
Hundred Chambers; They are dark Lodges 


cut through the bottom of the Hill, lind 


with Free- ſtone and ſupported with Pillars, 
the Antichamber or Entry particularly 
with Nine large ones: By Tradition of the 
Peaſants, and by our Guide, we were in- 
form'd that the Ancient Romans kept Wa- 


ter in them for their Fleet, and afterwards 


converted them into Priſons for Chriſtian 
Martyrs, they of Quality had Lamps al- 


low'd, the ſully of whoſe Smoak is viſible 


ſtill ; by frequent Commotions of the Earth 


many of rhe Chambers are ſtop'd up, and 


the remaining few ſeen with difficulty, b 
_ forcing your Body proſtrate through little 


Holes with a Taper in your Hand; the 


Martyrs were lett down through an Arti- 
| ficial one from above, and there expected 


a more comfortable Diſſolution, litterally | 


languiſhing in their Graves before their 
Bodies yielded to the Corruption of them. 


From hence walking near half a Mile 
to the Right, we find the Piſcina Ammi- 
rabile, formerly Piſcina Mirabilis, now ob-

ſcur'd from ſight by Shrubs and Trees; 
it was a Baſon Dug in the Earth by La- 
cullus and Agrippa, to preſerve freſh Water 
in for the Roman Navy; the Earth over 
it lies on Forty Eight large and lofry Pillars, 
the Cruſt or Plaiſter that covers them is a 
Compoſition of Lime, Sand, the Whites 
i Eggs, Blood and other Ingredients that 
ake it ſolid and durable to this Day as 


poliſh'd Steel; it is above a Mile from the 


Sea-ſide, and by Engines in an Hours time 
ſupplied the Ships riding at a greater di- 
ſtance from the ſhore, which ſervice this 
Ages method cannot perform without the 
Expence of much more Labour and Time. 
The bold Contrivers plac'd two moving

Since the Grotto conducted Paſſengers 
from hence to Came and back again, tis 
worth our while to climb the Mountain, 
or to ride round it on the Eaſt fide, for 
the ſatisfaction of viſiting that celebrated 
Place, which we ſhou'd never find withour 


Geography or Tradition to guide us. The 
City was built on the fide of a little Hill 
near the Hyrrhene Sea, between two Lakes, 


| thoſe of Licola and Acheron, now call'd the

ſenos and the Eliſian Fields were in view 
of it.

Before we enter it the firſt Object of 
Antiquity that preſents itſelf, is the Arco 
Felice, the happy Arch or Bow, *tis thought 


to be the Arch of the Gate. leading into 


the Territories of Came, lying on Parts of 
a Hill divided either by Art or Nature; 


the Paſſage extends Twenty Six Feet in 


breadth, mounting Seventy in height, over 
which we may walk on a Level with the 


Hill; the Judicious affirm it a Piece of Ar-

chitecture, nothing inferior to the exatteſt 
an Rome. 

From hence about two hundred Paces, 
the Form of a Temple may be obſerv'd, 
call'd by the Peaſants Tempio del Gigante,

Walls, ſtill triumph over Time. 
In the high Road a Thicket of Briars 
and Thorns appears, in midſt of which we 
deſcend to a Vault Ten Foot broad; from 
thence to another, where Birds and Leaves 
of Trees are lively repreſented. A Paſſage 
from hence into two more under this, 
tempts the Curious to fink yet deeper, 
where they find human Figures, and ſeve- 


ral Hiſtories drawn. 


On the Summet of the Hill where Cume 
ſtood, the Sun to this Day ſhines on part 
of Apollo s Temple, * built by Dædalus when 
he fled from the Fury of King Minos.

Modern Rome's Mar- 
tyrology Records St. Abundius to be Biſhop 
of this City, martyr'd in it by the Empe- 
ror Valerian, and after him St. Fidelis, and 
that the Body of a Female Saint waits here 
a happy Reſurrection, the Virtuous Juli- 
ana, martyr'd in Nicomedia, a City of Aſia 
Minor, but tranſported thither by Sofiza, 
a Roman Matron. # 
And now the more we endeavour to find 
Came, ſo much the more does the Vanity 
of all Earthly Magnificence touch our + 
Thoughts; ſince ſcarce the leaſt tract is 
found of its Temples, Palaces, Marble Pil- 
lars, Coloſſus's of Braſs or Fountains, yet 
towards the Sea a few Aquæducts re-.

and if we reflect on the number of the 
Illuſtrious Romans Vilia's flouriſhing here, 
we might juſtly term them altogether one

Judgments been: In the Year 1198, the 
Solfatara opening with violent r threw 
a Cloud of Stones ſo wonderful great over 
this City that no Houſe eſcap'd unhurt: 
An Earthquake in the Year 1448, did it 
no leſs miſchief in its Buildings, 15 much 
greater to its Inhabitants, amongſt whom 
it — a raging * Þ but that of

1538, left it almoſt as mournful a Spectacle 
as it did Tripergola; and. Augaft the 3 iſt. 
1695, Rain from Heaven concurr'd to de- 
ſtroy it more, having fallen in ſuch. an a- 
bundance as utterly to fink the great Aguæ- 
dat that convey d Water into all the pub- 
lick Fountains : Yet ſurmounting theſe 
misfortunes, at this Day it ſhews a Caſtle, 

Baſtion, Seven or Eight Churches, as many 
Convents, and a broad Market-Place, in 
midſt of which are the Statues of Jarnarias 
and St. Proculus Martyrs; but the Chief 

Ornament of it is the Cathedral Church 
built on the Foundation of Jupiters Temple, 
and Dedicated to St. Proculus; the Pillars 
that ſupport it are Large and Lofty, on 
which there's a range of Architraves highly 
eſteem'd ow Artiſts; the great Altar is a- 
dorn'd with Marble finely wrought, and a 
Piece repreſenting the Martyrdom of St. 
Januarius, and St. Proculus with their glo- 
rious Companions, in which each Figure 
ſeems to act different Parts with its na- 
tural Life. FF 


But what gives this Church moſt Con- 
ſideration amongſt the People is the Body 
of St. Januarius there enſhrin'd, and the 
Antiquity of its Biſhops, the firſt being Pa- 
trobas, one of the Seventy Two Diſciples of

our Lord, and whom St. Paal greets in his 

Epiſtle to the Romans. (16, 14.) 
Being extreamly moy'd with the Proſpect 

of thete Expiring Martyrs, my concern 
urg'd me to viſit the Stage where the 
were expos'd to ſuffer a moſt barbarous 
Death. Therefore paſſing by many curious 
Antiquities, as ruin'd Aqaæducts, Temples 
of Diana and Neptune, and Amphitheaters, 
I ſoon got to the great Amphitheater, vul- 
garly term'd the Colliſeo, it was once in the 
Old Cities center, but now we find it ſome 
Paces diſtant from the remoteſt corner of 
the New, on the back of the Hill near 
= yi Church in the Naples-Road, it 
ſuffer'd the ſame fate with other proud 
Fabricks by the Earth's frequent Convul- 
ſions, yet its Oval Form, the Pitt and gra- 
dual order of the Benches are viſible ſtill ; 
under them about Thirty of the Caves re- 
main where Beaſts and Gladiators were 
kept, the Diverſion given here being what 
that Ages Barbariry expected from the 
promiſcuous Fights of Beaſts, till each 
Animal's particular Death concluded the 
Solemaity ; often for a change of the Scene 
Slaves were brought in view, whoſe Duty 
in their mutual Engagements was the ſame 
with that impos'd on Savages before; but 
when their Devotion prompted them to

honour any God's or Goddeſs's Feftiva}, 
with a more than ordinary regard, then 
ſome unhappy Criminals were thrown to 
The fierceſt Creatures, the Hearts of the 
Brave torn from their Bodies, their Limbs

Spectators in the mean time unnaturally de- 


lighted with thtir own Shame in this abuſe 
human Natar mee. 


On that Tragical Theater, and upon 
ſuch an occaſion many Pious Chriſtians 
receiv'd their Crowns of Martyrdom by 
thoſe Inſtruments of Heathen Rage, wit 

them the happy Januarius was appointed 
or the ſame Fate, but his Tyrant Judges 
found their Sentence turn to their own con- 


fuſion, the Roman Hiſtory recording that :

Vet this Miracle was: not ſufficient to 


reſtrain the Fury of more Savage Men, 
Who ſoon after in another place beheaded 
the Triumphant Martyr.

Naples, Dedicating Churches to him, re-

Road other Vaults are found which were

From this City to Baie, Caligula con- 


triv'd a Bridge, mention d by Suitonius, on 
which his Army march'd, himſelf leading 


them vaunting with Blaſphemous Pride, 


chat he had ſubdued the Sea, but he was 
made ſenſible of his miſtake after two 
Days impious Vanity his Bridge being ut- 


terly deſtroy'd by the reſenting Waves, not 


the leaſt ſign of it remaining now; tho' 


Arches appearing at ſome diſtance from the

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City in the Water, give Peaſants 2nd 
Strangers a contrary Opinion, yet theſe 
Arches are proyd to be part of the An- 
cient Mold which Saitonius terms Moli Pu- 
teolani, ſaid originally to be built by the 
Greeks Arch- ways, for the greater preſer- 
vation of it, by yielding ſuch a Paſſage to 
the impetuous Waves, which thus with leſs 
injury ſpent their Fury. The Emperor An. 
toninus Pius repaird it after it had ſuffer d 
ſome damage by Earthquakes, but the 
Kings of Spain have very different Senti- | 
ments from him, and their Subjects in ge- 

neral from their fam d Progenitors. 


Leaving Pozzoli in our Road to Naples 
on the Hill near the Coliſeo, we walk by 
a large Houſe in that Countries Language 
term'd a Palace, and I think the moſt like 
one of any in or near the City. It has the 
advantage of a very charming proſpect 
in beautiful Fields and Vineyards under it, 
the Sea at ſome diſtance oppoſite to it, 
and the fruitful Iſland NMiſita defending it 

from the Weather, near which the Ruins 
of an Ancient Structure lie ſuppos'd by ſome 
to be a Temple, by others the Habitation 
of the Immortal Virgil now call'd his 
| School, R 
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- Advancing further in an uneven way 
we croſs the Solfatara, or the Szulpharous 
Land, a Mountain from whence Smoak 
riſes in ſeveral Places, but from ſome of 
them ſo vehemently hot that with reaſon 
we imagine Fire near them; into many of 
the Funnels from whence it iſſued I had 
the Curioſity to thruſt my Arm, and found 
them damp within, often drawing Nitre 
or Vitriol out of them; at one extremity 
of this Mountain it falls into a Plain of 
large Circumference, the whole Soil of 
which is a Compoſition of Brimſtone, 
Alum and Vitriol. Near this Plain ſome 
Violent Motion has ſunk a Ditch, now 
filld with black Water ever boiling and 
bubling to an uncommon height. Here 
the Induſtrious heap quantities of Alum 
and Sal-Armoniack, better than any ſeat 
from Rome. At the Entrange into the 
Valley many Laboratories are builr, 
wherein Merchants keep Furnaces for 
the Refining of theſe Minerals. : 


The little Hills that environ the Sul- 
phurous Plain emit a thick black Smoak 
that tarniſhes every object touch'd by it;

Over the Altar on the Right-hand as we 
enter the Chappel-door is painted here as 
well as in Pozzolo, the Hiſtory of the 
Saint's Martyrdom, in which Apartment a 
Viol incloſing his Blood, and a Stone on 


which he ſuffer d, are very piouſly pre- 


ſerv'd; and without the Rails the ſame is 


repreſented in Marble; the Legend of 
which our Guide inſtructed us in, and 


as it was a ſubject of Diverſion to me, 
I can't omit it without detratting from 
the Saint's Excellencies.

In the ſame Cabinet the Sword which

Stoves have their Name from St. Germans, 


upen the account of an Adventure that 
happen'd to him in them, which the Pope

if the Strangeneſs of it can induce others 
to viſit the Place, as it did me, they may 


take the Hiſtory as follows.

VIE of France tried the Experiment on 
an As, and the Vice-Roy Don Pedro de 
Toledo on two Slaves, who felt the ſame 
Fate with the Dogs. A French Gentleman 
of undaunted Gallantry laid his own Head 
to the Peſtilential Vapour, charging his 


Servant not to apply the common Remedy 
till he obſerv'd him motionleſs.

Now we Approach Naples within leſs 


than half a Mile of it; yet large as it is, 


and glorying in lofty Domes of Churches, 


Pinnacles of Steeples and of Towers, nothing 
of it is viſible to us, nor from any part of 


Pozzolo Road, the Mountain Paaſelhppus 


_ obſtructing our Sight. The Primitive In- 
| habitants of thoſe Parts were oblig'd in 
paſſing and repaſſing from Naples, Pozzolo

thing further, an. ancient Chappel on the 
Right Hand affords us more light from its 
charitable Lamps and Tapers, till by de- 

rees we fall into the Publick Street be- 
tore the City Gate. An infinite Number 
of Coaches, Wagons, Carts and Horſes, 
raiſe a conſtant Duſt within, all being ap- 
prehenſive of Danger from each other; to 
prevent which they follow in exact Lines, 
the Train coming from the City crying, 
4 la Montagna, Travellers going to it an- 
ſwering, 4 la Marina. 


And here before we enter the City, two 
valuable Objects interrupt our haſte ; the 
firſt is Virgil's Tomb placed on the Edge 
of this Mountain, where Perſons devoted 
to his Memory affirm a Laurel grows, ac- 
cording to the Poets Fame, ever Verdant.

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This Gate we found guarded by Germans 
well Cloath'd, ſome in White fac'd with 
Blue, others all in Blue, with great Sabres, 
and in general extreamly complaiſant to 
us; but their Tuffs of Whiskers did not 
ſeem Ornamental. From this Gate to the 
Vice-Roy's Palace is commonly reckon'd 
two Mile, thro? a regular Range of Houſes, 
except where, for about a Quarter of a 
Mile on one ſide of the way, it lies open 
to the Sea, for the advantage of the pro- 
ſpect in favour of two or three Palaces 
fronting it. Here Elms are planted near 
the Beach, amongſt which there's a very 
large Fountain of ſeveral Springs in it 
ever playing; many other Fountains are 
diſperſed in different Places of it, therefore 
no wonder if it happens to be the Reſort 
of all Qualities in .the Evening, and the 
Foreigners Favourite Walk. 1 


It is unneceſſary Labour to give a parti- 
cular Deſcription of this Noble City, fince 
many Authors of different Nations have 
frequently done it before, I ſhall only in- 
ſert what appear'd remarkable to me du- 


ring my ſhort ſtay in it. 


The 
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The Toledo Street I took to be the moſt 


lively Image of Cheapſide, both in number 
of People and Coaches that ever I met with, 
as the City itſelf is of London. Four Caſtles 
guard it on every fide; that call'd Caſtello- 


Major, and the ſpace before it, ſo happily 
desen 


mbles the Tower and Tower-Hill, that 


the Britiſþ mention both by thoſe parti- 
cular Terms, The Vulgar Diverſions of 
the Town, Plays of the Mobile, and Games 
of Ross and Bullies move uninterrupted 
here. Amongſt them Quacks elevated on 
a Stool preſent Antivenereals for the Bo- 


dies Health, as Friars itinerant, on a like 
familiar Pulpit, do Sermons and other Cor- 
dials for the Souls; and both Orators com- 


monly loſe their Auditors, at the paſſant 
Entertainment of a Party- colour'd Philo- 
ſopher with a Monkey in a String. 


Our inferior Peoples careful Viſits here 
were not owing to the pleaſing Similitude 
between this Tower and Northern Augu- 
ſta's, but to the more ſenſible Charms of 


a Cellar in view, where Wine was allow'd 


gratis, and ad libitum to all Britiſh Subjects, 
the unuſual Generoſity being ſupported at 
the Expence of a grateful Merchant, who 
had acquir'd a vaſt Eſtate by his Trade 
to Britain: His Houſe is call'd the Exgliſb 
VV Chappel 
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Chappel, and our Chief Officers ſometimes 


honour'd it with their Preſence. 


The other Caſtles are del Carmine, del 
Ovo, and St. Elmo which overlooks the 
City, and is of greateſt Conſequence; in 
its Chappel many Curioſities are ſeen, as a 
broad Agat Table, Saints of Silver large 
as the Life, and Branches with Leaves of 
Trees that delude the ſight ' 


But a more affecting Rarity hangs over 
the Gate in the Caſtello Major, and yet is 
only the Work of Nature, the Skin of an 


Alligator, that was kept in the Ditch ſur- 
rounding the Caſtle many Vears, who by 


meer dint of Native Strength, and incef- 
fant Application, work'd his way through 


the Foundation of the Fabrick, till he ar- 


rived at the Priſoners Appartment, where 
like the ingurgitating Waves the amphi- 


bious Monſter devour'd Eighty Two of 


them. Beſides theſe Caſtles, the City has 


the advantage of two Molds and a beau- 
tiful Lanthorn. DW
